results. The plants must have a good 
fair start or they will not endure the 
winter. 
So far as I am informed, a 
great many who are late seeding used 
seed grown in South Dakota. 
This 
gives us the greatest hope that it 
will 
endure 
the 
winter and come 
through in good shape. 
There is a 
general average oil approximately ev 
ery farm practice. That general aver 
age is the guide by which this office 
must be governed. 
It was advocated 
by this office that where soy beans 
or cow peas w*ere to be harvested 
that the ground might be prepared 
for alfalfa, and that the first ten days 
of August would be the best time. 
During this season of the year it is 
nearly always dry and possibly nine 
i times out of ten the crop could be 
cured without rain. 
This time was 
suggested for the reason that the 
j general average tells us that this is 
the safe period. We have found from 
thousands of growers that the best 
general average time for seeding in 
this part of the country is from the 
middle of August to the middle of 
| September. 
If we could prepare our 
! ground the first ten days of August 
that would leave us at least a month 
for watching the opportunity to dc 
I 
confidently 
believe 
\ that if every one would adhere strict 
ly to these instructions a splendid 
stand of alfalfa with a good growth 
would he the result, except in such 
cases as the fall army worm, grass­ 
hoppers or such pests 
that 
might 
have destroyed it, or as in one case 
where it w*as beaten into the ground 
by hail. 
It is a good idea to keep in 
mind that the further 
we 
deviate 
from the general averages of farm 
practice the greater risk we run. 
The Wheat Situation. 
During the last week I have visited 
a great many wheat fields, making 
investigations as to the Hessian fly

hatched. 
Early and Late Seeding. 
The time for early or late seeding 
is of course determined by locality. 
What would be early seeding in Pet­ 
tis county might be sonsidered late 
seeding further to the 
north, 
and 
w*hat would be determined 
as 
late 
seeding in Pettis county would be 
early seeding a few counties south of 
us. 
What might be determined a* 
early seeding in this locality wbuld 
be the last three weeks of Septem­ 
ber. 
Medium seeding might be con 
sidered as the last week of Sept em 
ber or the first week 
of 
October 
Late seeding might be designated a? 
late as the middle of October. 
This- 
office has said very little about whet 
seeding ought to he done, but now’s 
papers all over

farmers as well have advocated late 
seeding. 
It so happened that jus* 
ibout the time that was 
best

needing, weather conditions prevent *

As a result much wheat ha* 
been sowed the past week. 
Results 
maybe can only be conjectured as we 
have deviated considerably from the 
General average of safe practice and 
•nly the quality of the soil or prepa

rier for the remaining fall and dur­ 
ing the winter can he depended upon 
for a crop. 
Weather conditions can in no w'ay 
be foretold, yet it has seemed like a 
very good bet to sow wheat, even as

L eaving Sedalia on July 
?» 
the 
'Messrs. Kipping proceeded to 
New 
York City, where they spent a couple 
o f days sight-seeing and then board­ 
ed the steam er “Vaderland," of the 
Red Star line, for Europe. 
This was 
on July l l . 
Ten days 
la.er they 
landed in Antwerp, Belgium . 
One incident of the voyage is re­ 
called by Fr. Hipping, which he de­ 
scribes as follow s: 
“A happening of special interest to 
me, which seem ed to be a forboding 
of the im pending storm, w as when 
our steam er entered 
the 
English 
channel and w^e encountered the en­ 
tire E nglish fleet of 493 ships in all. 
The fleet w as having its maneuvers. 
From 
dawn until sunset we 
were 
dodging dreadnoughts, mine cutters 
cruisers, torpedo boat destroyers, etc. 
T he charnel was literally dotted with 
them . 
They surrounded us, followed, 
overtook un. J passed us, but all in the 
best order aud grouped around their 
stalely flagrhip. 
Tile king's private 
■yacht bearing K ing George 
glided 
like a huge w hite swan among the 
ships. 
It was a grand spectacle. 
In 
an interview w ith one of the officers 
of 
the ship, whose name I cannot 
mention. I was told this m aneuvering 
was an important m ove upon the Eu­ 
ropean chessboard. 
At the tim e I 
w as 
too 
optim istic 
to 
apprehend 
trouble and hence did not grasp the 
Import of his remark. 
Subsequent 
developm ents brought me to a full 
realization of its meaning. 
“Coincident with this m aneuvering 
of the English fleet French President 
Poincare paid a hurried visit to tVie 
czar of Russia. 
This fact was bul­ 
letined on ship and under it these 
significant words. ‘This has a politi­ 
cal signification.’ 
“This again seem ed to he an evil 
omen, but scarcely anyone, I think, 
suspected 
difficulties on the conti­ 
nent. 
At least I did not. 
“On landing in Antwerp, July 21, 
w e found the city dressed in festive 
attire. 
From the buildings and in 
the streets the Belgian flag seem ed to 
bid us welcom e to share in the re­ 
joicing. 
Dozens of societies, m ilitary 
as well as civil, religious and other­ 
w ise marched through the streets, ac­ 
companied or preceded by bands. 
“Cafes and restaurants were filled 
to the last place by the happy Bel­ 
gians, and th ey were drinking to the 
health of the king and to the welfare 
of that prosperous country. 
It was a 
national holiday and no Belgian failed 
to celebrate. 
“The 
day 
follow ing we left for 
Brachbaeh. Germany. 
This city is ro­ 
m antically located in a mountainous 
district of th§ Rhine, and is surround­ 
ed bv majestic, forests. 
It has 1.500 
inhabitants and the main industry is 
a foundry. 
To thist quiet little moun­ 
tain village I was attracted before all 
others in Germany, because it marked 
the 
birthplace of my father. 
He 
lived there until com ing to the land 
of the Stars and Stripes. 
He returned 
after an ab sen ce of forty-five years, 
and still recognized his old hom e, but 
noticed that tim e had wrought many 
changes, and that the hand of prog­ 
ress had been busy. 
“We had spent only a week among 
our relatives when war clouds arose 
on the distant eastern horizon and 
soon 
culm inated 
in the fierce and 
bloody struggle known as the Austria- 
Servian war. July 28. 
This would 
have passed alm ost unnoticed, but we 
w ere alarmed by th e growling of the 
R ussian bear. 
The czar soon signi­ 
fied his w illingness and readiness to 
help adjust the difficulty 
between 
A ustria and Servia. which was of a 
private nature, and began secretly to 
m obilize his forces against Austria. 
Germany, the ally of Austria, remind­ 


ed the czar that mobilization against 


A ustria 
m eant 
m obilization 
against J 


Germany and this would aln.* d ra w 1 
J'ranee, the ally cf R ussia, into th e; 
conflict and thus kindle a European 
* a r. 
The 
czar 
loudly 
proclaimed 


were kept warm with m essages night 
and day, but to no avail. 
The kaiser 
strained every point to present the 
conflict 
(those 
thinking 
otherw ise 
should read the German W hite Book). 
R ussia wanted war and got *t. 
Ger­ 
many wanted no war and w as forced 
into the conflict. 
The people hated 
the word war. 
On the afternoon of 
August I Russian troops marched into 
German territory and at 5 p. rn. the 
kaiser ordered the mobilization of the 
entire army and navy. 
“This order fell like a thunderbolt 
out of an angry sky. 
H eretofore we 
flattered ourselves with the vain hope 
that it could not com e to war, that 
our modern diplomacy w’ould finally 
solve the grave difficulty. 
Now' the 
situation 
assumed 
a serious aspect. 
The people stood before the awful 
stern reality of war. 
How did they 
meet the situation, you ask me? W ith 
an absolute, universal, unconditional, 
unwavering response to the order of 
the sovereign. 
“Everyone was ready. 
No one hesi­ 
tated for a moment. 
The first sol- 
liers of the village had to leave at 
midnight, and midnight found them 
ready, joyfully and 
gladly 
leaving 
their homes and friends. 
“That Saturday night, August 2, is 
one I shall never forget. 
My room 
faoed the street and all night long I 
could hear the soldiers passing. 
The 
entire 
village 
was 
astir. 
Fathers 
were taking leave of their w ives and 
children; 
sons from their 
parents, 
younger brothers and sisters. 
One 
of 
my 
cousins, the village baker, 
whom I had scarcely learned«to know. 
was among the first to leave during 
night. 
Another cousin, employed by 
i railroad, could steal away but an 
hour to spend with his family before 
leaving his home and dear ones. 
The 
mobilization proceeded with greatest 
rapidity and accuracy. 
In sir days 
Germany called in and mustered its 
army and dispatched it to the front. 
In these six days passenger traffic 
ceased and trains were operated only 
’.s military trains. 


“Every bridge and 
viaduct 
was 
guarded by soldiers to insure abso­ 
lute safety. 
During the entire mobili­ 
sation I didn't hear of a single acci­ 
pient. 
The railway in Germany is 
state property. 
The system and or- 
ler throughout the entire empire is 
admirable. 
Everywhere 
double 
'racks, electric blocks, viaducts and 
subways, with beautiful, clean 
sta­ 
tions, 
and 
no 
loafers 
or 
loiterers 
5n them. 
The rates vary according to 
he classes, but all are cheap. 
They 
ire suited to the circum stance of the 
people. 
Laborers can travel very 
cheaply, in fact, so cheap that many 
eturn to their hom es for dinner by 
train from places of their em ploy­ 
ment. 
“Enthusiasm ran high from the first 
moment of the order of mobilization 
m d had not waned up to the tim e of 
my departure. 
No tears were shed, 
but everywhere joy was expressed at 
being able to fij^it for the Father­ 
land. Every German loves a n i reveres 
the kaiser. 
Every German 
knows 
hat his sovereign did all in his power 
to prevent this deadly struggle, and 
every German is ready to fight, suf­ 
fer. if need be, and even die for his 
beloved country, ‘For God. for 
the 
kaiser and for the Fatherland.’ 
“During the first few days of the 
war anxiety was shown about food in 
some localities. 
T^e bakeries, but­ 
cher shops, groceries and other places 
were stormed for provisions and great 
juantities of bread, m eat and other 
supplies were bought up for the fu­ 
ture. The pressing demand, of course, 
could not be satisfied. 
Prices 
in­ 
creased daily and becam e exorbitant. 
Paper money was refused and only 
gold w’as accepted. 
This would have 
soon led to a univeral panic. 
The 
vigilant 
governm ent soon hem m ed 
the tide of unrest. 
A sweeping order 
was issued that prices must descend 
to the normal, and that everywhere 
paper m oney m ust be accepted. 
“The German governm ent is truly a 
government for the people in war as 
w ell as in tim es of peace. 
Horses 
and wagons drafted at the time of the 
war were paid for at a price above 
the market. 
The w ives of soldiers 
at the front receive government sup­ 
port 
m onthly 
for 
them selves 
and 
everyone of their children under lo 
years old. 
B esides this, 
additional 
support is given from the city cr com­ 
munity in which thev reside. 


“In, many places one could scarce* 
Iv notice that a fierce war was going 
on were it not for the thousands of 
mounded one sees. Most of the large 
cities are not changed 
by 
the war. 
Theaters and concert 
hall*< 
w ere all 
running as usual. 
Cafes w'ere filled.

Meagre returns indicate that* the 
firteen amendments were defeated. St. 
Louis voted heavily against all the 
propositions except those providing 
for the appointment of excise and po­ 
lice commissioners by the mayor in­ 
stead of by the governor, aqd they 
carried here by 8,000.

them for ransom because our stand­ 
ing army is too weak to protect them. 
“ I have seen deliberate plans to 
take both San Francisco 
and 
New 
York, hold them for a ransom that 
would cripple our country and give 
funds to the enemy for carrying on 
war. 


“ I hope the time will come when 
this country will provide that every­ 
man may have to practice in marks­ 
manship and get some m ilitary train­ 
ing. 


“ It is also my earnest hope that 
we shall finally achieve an interna­ 
tional status by which there shall be 
a posse comitatus, when we can com­ 
bine to coerce any recalcitrant po wet*. 
“ But we have seen the fitter worth­ 
lessness of scraps of paper and other 
treaties that may be swept aside like 
dust in a windy street. 
A fight never 
was won by parrying, you’ve got to 
hit and not hit soft. 
The American 
people owe it to themselves to make 
their hands safeguard their head.”

Russell, at New York City Temple, 
took for his subject “ The Regenera­ 
tion of the Church and the Regenera­ 
tion of the World. 
W hat are they? 
W hy Different?” 
His text was, “ Mar­ 
vel not that I said unto three, Ye 
must be born again.” 
(John 3:7.) 
He said in part: 
In the past many of us have studied 
the Bible in a very careless manner, 
neglecting to give to its inspired 
words the consideration and respect 
they deserve. 
In many cases, the 
original thought has been utterly lost 
because cf some fanciful interpreta­ 
tion. 
Consequently very few' Chris­ 
tian people have any concrete idea of 
the meaning of our text, and of other 
Bibl® statements respecting the fu­ 
ture regeneration of the world. 
Regeneration, or a second birth, is 
absolutely necessary if w*e would at­ 
tain everlasting life. 
The fault lies 
not with our Creator, that He made 
us incomplete; for, as the Bible de­ 
clares, “ all His work is perfect.” The 
fault is chargeable to sin. 
“ By one 
man’s disobedience sin entered into 
the world, and death as the result of 
sin; so death passed upon ail men, 
because all are sinners.” 
This sentence of death upon Father 
Adam hindered him from giving to 
his children the perfection of life in 
which he was created. 
His entire 
race has been born into the world for 
six thousand years under a death sen­ 
tence, or curse. 
God cannot 
alter 
that sentence. 
The forfeited life can­ 
not be prolonged; the sentence of 
death cannot be set aside; th » Su­ 
preme Judge of the Universe cannot 
for any reason declare that H e erred 
in His condemnation of our ra^ce. He 
cannot set aside His own decision. 
But God could provide for the regen­ 
erating of Adam and his ra ce. 
To 
generate, as all know, sign ifies 
to 
bring into life. 
Adam faileci to gen­ 
erate a race to life; he mr *rely gen­ 
erated a great race of thousands of 
millions possessed of only; a spark of 
life— a dying race. 
The Divine Provision is that our 
Lord Jesus left the glory* of the Heav­ 
enly condition and became a man for 
the purpose of ransoming, or redeem­ 
ing, Adam and his race, which shared 
his condemnation. 
The record is that 
this sacrificed life laid down ny* Jesus 
is sufficient as a cancelation -of all 
Agamic Fin. On the hadjis of th;U sac­ 
rifice, and in the carrying out o f the 
Heavenly 
Father’s 
Program, 
Jesus 
was raised from the :dead “ a quicken­ 
ing Spirit,” a lifeg ivin g Personage, 
with a glory far laigher than that 
w hich He had wT* em He came into the 
world. “ Him b ath C od highly exalted, 
and given H ir a a name which is above 
every name **,—philippians 2:9. 
The glor ified Jesus is Scripturally 
termed V i0 Second Adam, the Life 
Giver r,*t. Regenerator, and also the 
Everlastin g Father—that is, the Fa­ 
ther. v^ho gives everlasting life. 
The 
Yim& for the giving of life to the 
wor!d by this great 
Second Adam, 
whom God hath appointed, is to be 
the thousand years of His Messianic 
Reign. 
Throughout the Millennium, 
it w ill be tho wfork of Christ Jesus, as 
the glorified Second Adam, to regen­ 
erate the first Adam and all his race. 
The regenerating influences w ill be­ 
gin with their aw*akening from the 
sleep of death, in hatanony with the 
Master’s 
declaration, “ The hour is 
coming in which all that are in their 
graves shall hear the voice of the 
Son of Man, and come forth.”

The Regeneration of the World.

big. He was begotten 
of the Holy 
Spirit, which descended upon Him in 
a form like a dove. 
For three and a 
half years, Jesus, as a new creature, 
rpirit begotten, used His flesh body, 
consecrated to death, having no oth­ 
er. In it “ Ho was 
tempted 
in 
all 
I oints like as we 
are, 
yet without 
sin ;” and having 
demonstrated His 
loyalty to God. even unto 
death at 
Calvary, tho Father raised Him from

rangement of His Messianic Kingdom 
for the regeneration of the w*orld. 
The words beget, born and regener­ 
ated or born again, associate them­ 
selves in our minds with our natural 
birth; but we are not to expect, as 
Nicodeonus queried, that any would 
again be born as an infant from a 
mother. The begetting to a new birth 
w ill lie in the mind—a covenant rela­ 
tionship with the Life-Giver. 


Th® Church the Second Eve. 


Nevertheless, there is a beautiful 
analogy, complete in every feature; 
for w’hHe Father Adam was designed 
to be the life-giver, or father, or gen­ 
erator od the race, Mother Eve was 
designed to be its nourisher, 
care­ 
taker and instructor, to bring 
the 
race up to complete development. 
So 
while Jesus is the Life-Giver in the 
sense that He gave His own life as a 
Ransont-price for Adam, it is also a 
part of the Divine Program that there 
should be not only a Second Adam, 
but also a Second Eve. 
The w*orld w ill need not only the 
start of the new* life during the M il­ 
lennium, but also the care and nour­ 
ishment necessary for their develop­ 
ment and uplift—for restitution 
to 
perfection. 
God’s provision is that 
the Church, called especially for the 
purpose and especially qualified for 
it during this Gospel Age, shall he the 
A ntitypical Eve—the Mother of the 
world—the care-takers, nourishers, su­ 
pervisors, in respect to all regenerat­ 
ed, or rebegotten, by the Life-Giver Je ­ 
sus. W hat a beautiful prospect of col­ 
laboration with the Savior in His great 
work of rescuing Adam and bis race 
from tilt effects of Adamic sin and the 
death senttnce! 
The EH vine picture is very 
com­ 
plete. 
W hile Adam was alone he did 
not become a father. God caused him 
to fall into a deep sleep, and from his 
side took Mother Eve to be his bride, 
his co-laborer, his joint-lieir in his in­ 
heritance, and his assistant in the 
work of generating the human family. 
So our Lord Jesus has not yet be­ 
come a father. 
But He has gone into 
the deep sleep of death, His Fide has 
been wounded, and the first iesult is 
the gradual development, during the 
past eighteen centuries, of a Bride 
class. 
As Jesus passed from the hu­ 
man condition to the spiritual before 
He could be ready to be the Second 
Adam, so the Church class, as the 
New* Creation, must pass from the 
human condition to the spirit condi­ 
tion. and must share in the First 
Resurrection, before she can fulfill 
her part in God's great Plan as the 
Second Eve. 
In view of this work that God has 
outlined for His Soil and 
for 
the 
Church, is it any wonder that He 
Should consider it necessary to give 
us lessons and tests in faith, loyalty 
and obedience? 
Is it any wonder, in 
view* of the work whijCh He has for 
us to do for mankind, that He de­ 
clares that as the Redeemer Himself 
was given deep experiences in suffer­ 
ing, in order to be a merciful and 
faithful High Priest in the things of 
God in relation to humanity, so the 
Church, His 
Bride, members of His 
Body, must share these experiences? 
Y* hen we come to understand the 
High Calling of God to the Church 
and the great work that is yet to be 
accomplished for and in the world of 
mankind, we are amazed? 
It was not Jehovah’s program, 
for 
His Son that He 
should 
change to 
hi man nature permanently. 
On the 
contrary, we are distinctly told that 
the Logos took the form 
of a ser­ 
vant for the suffering of death and 
itfSt for any other purpose. This pur­ 
pose having been accomplished, the 
Father raised Him 
up 
by His own 
power to the spirit nature and glory, 
“ where He was before,” 
but to a

This meant a regenere- 
Bon, or second birth, for Jesus; for 
‘ flesh and blood can not inherit the 
kingdom.” (I Cdf; 15:50). 
Our Savior exchanged 
His spirit 
condition, or nature, for the human, 
but He could not exchange the hu­ 


man, but a new creature. 
In other words, 
Jesus experienced 
the same 
transformation 
that 
the 
apostle mentioned saying, “ It is sow*n 
In weakness; it is raised in power: 
It is sown in dishonor; it is raised 
in glory; it is sow*n a natural body; 
It is raised a spiritual body.” After 
His resurrection Jesus illustrated the 
lesson given to Nicodemusj, of which 
our text is a part. He could and did 
come and go like the wind. Some sev­ 
en times during the forty days He 
appeared for brief intervals for the 
Instruction of His disciples, 
just as 
angels have done. Later, He ascend­ 
ed up on high. “ Now* the Lord is that 
spirit, “ the second 
Adam.” (II Cor. 
3:17; I Cor. 15:45-47). 
The Bible tells us that God from 
the very beginning had foreknown 
that Jesus 
would 
accomplish 
this 
work and become the Father of Adam 
and his raeo 
by 
regeneration; and 
tile apostle assures us that God fore­ 
knew* also the church as the bride of 
Christ and His joint 
heir 
in His 
kingdom. And Jesus said to some cf 
the earliest members 
of the church 
class, “ In the 
regeneration 
(in the 
Millennium) • * * ye shall sit upon 
thrones. (Matthew 19:28). Elsewhere 
He declared “ To him that overcom- 
clh will I grant to sit with Me in My 
throne.” (Rev. 3:21). 
The Father purposed that the bride 
class should be selected from among 
the members of the •fallen race, and 
should he prepared for their future 
work of 
glory 
before 
the 
w*orld’s 
would commence. 
He purposed also 
that this bride class should have a 
change of 
nature 
sim ilar 
to 
that 
Inch Jesus 
experienced— it 
would 
begin with them as with Him, at the 
time of consceration, of spirit beget- 
t ng, and 
culminate 
with 
them as 
with 
Him, 
in 
the 
resurrection 
change. 
Thus 
the 
church has the 
I > omise that she shall 
be like her 
Lord, see Him as He is, 
and share 
His glory (I John 3:2; 
Romans 8:- 
17). St. Peter, speaking of the call 
of the church, 
declared 
that 
God 
gave unto this class “ exceeding great 
end 
precious 
promises”—that 
by 
these promises, w orking in their con­ 
secrated hearts to 
w ill 
and to db 
God’s good pleasure, this class might 
become partakers of the Divine na­ 
ture. (II Peter 1:4). 
“ Life 
and 
Immortality 
Brought

Light.” 


It is manifest that 
this begetting 
cf the church to a change of nature 
is very different from the begetting 
provided for the w*orld—regeneration 
or re-begetting to the human nature 
which Adam lost, but which Christ 
redeemed for the world. So also w*e 
la ve noted that the church has a 
different Father. 
Jesus 
is not tho 
Father or Life Giver of 
this Divine 
Pfe. He did not redeem it or secure 
it for anybody. He redeemed human 
nature and secured the right to re­ 
generate the w’orld to human nature. 
The church’s begetting or regener­ 
ation is by 
tho 
Heavenly Father 
Him self; as the Scriptures distinctly 
say, “ The God and 
Father 
of our 
Lord Jesus Christ hath begotten us." 
(I Peter 1:3). He alone can give this 
Divine nature. This does not signify 
that the church is not indebted 
to 
her Redeemer; for the Scriptures dis­ 
tinctly state that without 
Him 
we 
could do 
nothing; 
that 
“ by 
His 
stripes we are healed;” and that be­ 
fore the Heavenly Father would deal 
with us at all, before He would ac­ 
cept our consecration or sacrifice, it 
was necessary that Jesus should ap­ 
pear on our behalf 
as our Advocate 
and Surety, and thus open up to us 
a new w*ay of life- 
Thus, as St. Paul declares, “ Christ 
brought life and immortality to light 
through the G o sp e l”— life everlasting 
to the world and immortality, or Di­ 
vine nature, for the church. 
Prior to our Lord’s First Advent, 
the way of life was not manifested; 
no provision has been made for it ex­ 
cept in the Divine Promise. God had 
promised His friend Abraham 
that 
somehow*, sometime, all 
the

would be blessed; and that meant that 
all the world would be released from 
the curse of death and experience the 
Divine blessing, which signifies life 


Adam s race, and to himself, for ac 
ceptanee or rejection at their win* 
Then came the second part of the 
statement to Abraham; namely, that

cidentally blessing them, though with 
a lesser blessing. 
Tho true Seed of 
Abraham, through whom this promis­ 
ed blessing shall come, St. Paul most 
positively declares, is first of all the 
Lord Jesus Christ—tho 
great 
Life- 
Giver, the Father who 
gives 
ever­ 
lasting life— the Second Adam. 
Then, with equal 
clearness, 
the 
Ai>ostle points out that the Church, 
the Bride of Chrisl, selected during 
this Gospel Age from all nations and 
all denominations, is to be also a 
participant in tho blessing work, and 
to he counted in as a part of Abra­ 
ham’s Seed.

San Francisco, Nov. 6.—The prize 
fight game has been killed in Califor­ 
nia.

* Kansd* City, Mo., Nov. 6.—Owing 
to the epidemic of diphtheria in Kan­ 
sas City, the health department has 
deemed it necessary to issue an of­ 
ficial warning to the general public. 
Last month 144 cases of diphtheria 
developed here, mostly among school 
children, with eleven fatalities. 
To­ 
day HO cases remain under quaran­ 
tine. 
The outbreak of the disease is due 
to rainy weather in September, which 
caused many persons to keep indoors 
where there were poor ventilation fa- 
cilitie and to the failure of the city 
administration to raise money to pro­ 
vide medical inspection in the public 
schools. 
The official letter of warning sent 
out by the health department this 
morning follows: 
“Parents should seek the advice of 
a physician at once in case a child 
complains of a sore throat and should 
isolate the little patient from other 
children until the physician has ex­ 
amined and diagnosed the condition. 
Delay in recognizing diphtheria may 
cause the patient’s chances to become 
lessened and oftimes ends fatally. If 
a child has been pronounced by the 
family phyician as diphtheria, anti­ 
toxin should be administered early. 
The complaint of sore throat in a 
child very often means diphtheria. 
“The department of health is doing 
everything within its power, with the 
limited means at hand, to abate this 
epidemic, and, while it would he un­ 
pleasant to enforce police regulations 
to carry out quarantine-methods, un­ 
less homes where this disease is re­ 
ported strictly obey the rules they 
will be placed under police surveil 
lance. 
“We would suggest that in all sus­ 
picious sore throats a culture he taken 
from the throat and examined micro­ 
scopically for diphtheria germs, 
lf 
a patient presents the clinical symp­ 
toms of diphtheria one is justified in 
administering 
antitoxin 
without 
awaiting the microscopical 
report 
The department of health is willing 
at all times to furnish culture tubes to 
those physicians w Ii cise patients are 
unable to pay for them and will sub 
mit the culture to the pathologist 
at the General hospital and report on 
the same will he furnished the next 
morning. 
“Anti-toxin will be cheerfully fur­ 
nished to all those patients who are 
unable to pay, but the department 
fee’s that when it is furnishing anti 
toxin gratuitously to the patient that 
the physician should not charge for 
service rendered. 
If a patient is un­ 
able to employ a physician or to pur­ 
chase anti-toxin the Isolation hospital 
will care for them and they will re­ 
ceive the very best medical attention 
and nursing. 
“It is an established fact that the 
mortality is greater in the homes than 
in the hospital, anil it is for this rea­ 
son that we urge all physicians who 
have patients suffering 
with 
diph­ 
theria who cannot be properly isolat­ 
ed at home, especially among the 
poor, to suggest their removal to the 
hospital.”
